Union and Sarvashri Bhabesh Dutta, Rabin Mukerjee, Byomkesh Chatterjee, 
Neloy Roy and A] it Chakraborty; 

And whereas the said employers and the said Tally Clerks have, under sub¬ 
section (1) of section 10A of the Industrial Disputes Act. 1947 (14 of 11)47) agreed 
to refer the dispute to arbitration by an Arbitration Agreement and have for¬ 
warded to the Central Government under sub-section (3) of the said section a 
copy of the said Arbitration Agreement;
